O overwhelming disasters occurred in. the first six months 
of 1924, calling for the aid of the Red Cross, but a suc- 
éession of minor: misfortunes all over the country and 
the world have proved the worth of the organization. 

During this period, in fact, “it has been called upon to relieve 
more cases of community ruin than in any period of its his- 
tory. There. have been more fires, floods, windstorms, cloud- 
bursts and tornadoes than usual which have for the moment 
utterly ruined the communities in which they have taken place. 
Thousands of persons have had their all destroyed: and cities 
have been deprived of food, water or light. Outside aid and 
nursing have been imperatively needed by thousands of home- 
less people, many of whom have been attacked by disease. 
The beauty of the Red Cross is that it has funds, and fa- 
cilities at its command and is able to step in immediately af- 
ter the calamity. It is so organized that ‘a-telegram-starts the 
mechanism working. Almost automatically money and nurses 
are available and help comes to the distressed community when 
it is needed. The country would never get along without its 
Red Cross after’ these splendid exhibitions of efficiency. The 
Red Cross does not investigate. It acts immediately on. au- 
thoritative news of trouble. It does its work and then steps 
out to make room for more permanent local organizations. A 
new mobile relief disaster unit with a complete administration 
staff trained to take charge~under emergency conditions was 
tried out this year and it had wonderful suceess. The Red 
Cross did not confine its efforts to the United States, but sent 
relief to earthquake sufferers in Costa Rica, Ecuador and Co- 
lombia and to famine sufferers in Albania. : 
The Red Cross is now before the nation and, incidentally, 


fine work. It is the best spontaneous and worthy charity in 
the country today and it is just as well for ail of us to re- 
member its great. achievements and to resolve to support it. 
The Red Cross is not a war institution but a great instrument 
for good in time of peace.

MBEDDED deep in human nature is all but universal ad- 
| miration for the fighting man, in or out of uniform, so 

far as his offensive may be inspired by love of right. 
This carries no commendation for the brawler, the ruf- 
fian, or those truculent men who invite personal encounters 
through sheer love of fighting. The fighting man who wins ap- 
provak is ‘the one who gives up peace and comfort, personal 
security and ease, to contend for the safety and rights not 
only of himself, but of his fellows—who battles for principles, 


man rights and for the suppression of evil influences. 

In one sense, all life is a‘ fight, as when Paul wrote Tim- 
othy: ‘‘I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course. 
I have kept the faith.’’ Men fight against poverty, against in- 
justice, against disease and bad habits. They fight for busi- 
ness, for property; for good government, for all the honorable 
things of life, the comfort and education and happiness of 
their families. But all do not fight for these things. There 
are always slackers, dodgers and shirks who stay out of the 
fights and let others bear the burdens, the hazards and_ the 
wounds of the continual confliet. 

In politics, which is the seience and art of government, 
the theory or practice of managing or directing affairs of upb- 
lic. policy or political parties, there is continual fighting in 
which one-half our voting population as a rule does not take 
énough interest even to vote. Millions regard political con- 
tentions as a bore, will not acquaint themselves with vital is- 
sues, and do not vote at elections. As citizens they are far be- 
low par. There are men who obey the laws, accumulate prop- 
erty, live in comfort and support respectable families, who 
fondly regard themselves as good citizens. They are not. They 
live well because good citizens protect their property and their 
rights by fighting against the enemies of order and sound gov- 
ernment. They are slackers who enjoy the protection given 
them by the fighting patriots who contend for sound policies 
and accept the inconyeiences and hard knocks of political bat- 
tles. They are worse than the 4,300,000 illiterate voters in the 
nation who cannot read or write, worse than the ignorant vot- 
ers of low mentality who cannot think straight. Those poor 
creatures would be good citizens if they could be, perhaps. But 
the shirks could be if they would.

HIGHWAY COMM,
